THOUSAND ARE HOMELESI 


Many Streets are Still Under 


Deep Water—Situation 


at Passaic, N. J, 


Paterson/N. J., Oct. 13.—Tho water 


in the flooded districts continues tc 
go down and no apprehension of fur 
ther damage is felt. All the families 
who were in danger have been taken 
from their houses and cared for by 
friends or 
bhe 
relief committee 


About 1,000 homeless are being cared 
for by the relief committee. 


It will be several days before a por- 


tion of the sufferers can return to 
their homes, while mnuy will have ti 
beg-in ,all over again, their homes 
having been swept away. Some of the 
mills in tho flooded districts which, 
had to shut down started today, but 
others are still idle, the machinery 
being badly damaged. Thousands oi 
mill hands will be out of work for 
some time. 


As the waters 
recede ' from the 


buildings damage and ruin is seen 
everywhere. The health authorities 
will examine the flooded districts as 
soon as the water disappears. Build- 
ings that are found unsafe will be re- 
paired or pulled down and dwellings 
will not be permitted to be reoccu- 
plod until they are in a sanitary con- 
dition. 


Nearly every bridge and culvert on 


the highways in this vicinity was 
damaged or washed away and It is 
believed that it will require at least 
half a million dollars to repair this 
damage. 


There Is a scarcity of lirovIs 


on account of communication hav- 
ing been shut off with tho outside 
world since Friday last. There has 
been almost a famine of milk, eggs 
and kerosene oil. 


At noon today the water in the 


flooded district was only six feet in 
depth and receding1 mpldly and it Is

will all have gone by 
Thursday.

$47 to $3!5 a share. The common de- 
clined to $6 a share and then became 
stronger like tho preferred on tho de- 
nial of tlie rumor. 


The Crucible Steel company was or- 


ganized in 1000 with $50,000,000 
capital, fj>S5,000,000 each of common 
and preferred stocks. 
Tho concern 


produces ninety per cent of the tool 
Bteel made in the United States. 


The alleged failure of the 'deal be- 


tween tho 
Clalrton Steel company 


and the United States Steel corpora- 
tion whereby the latter would ac- 
quire control of the Clalrton worses 
and the report that tho Crucible de- 
sired to dispose of the Clalrton plant 
was no doubt tho cause of tho report 
that n receiver was to. be appointed.

his discourse on tho restoration of 
Solomon's temple and in the course 
of his address gave nn interesting 
history of the college.

HAS BEEN" REMODELED. 


About $30,000 ban been expended 


this year in improvements 011 the col- 
lege and the main building lias been 
extensively remodeled. 
The wood- 


work is new throughout, new steel 
ceilings have been put in and a fow 
changes have been made in the ar- 
r.-iii^cmciit of the rooms. The build- 
ing hns been wired for electric lights 
nnd an improvement 
that will be 


greatly appreciated by tho students 
Is the placing of Individual study 
lamps in each room In tho dormitory. 
About $10,000 has been expended on 
the main building. 


A central power plant that will 


supply heat nnd light to all the col- 
lege buildings has also been erected 
nt a cost o£ 
about $14,000. 
The 


Webster system of steam heating has 
been used. 


SIxETCE OF THE COLLEGE. 


Concordia college is one of the lead- 


ing German institutions of learning 
in America and is mainly a prepara- 
tory school for the theological nenii- 
ii.-vry in St. Louis. A large propor- 
tion of the Lutheran clergymen that 
holds a diploma from the St. Louis 
seminary has beon graduated from 
tho Fort Wayn^ college. Concordl.L 
college was founded in 1830 in Peny 
county, Mo., by a few 
theologians 


and the first building was 
a log 


cabin. In 1849 the college was re- 
moved to St. Louis and at the out- 
break of the civil war in 18G1 Eort 
Wayne became its permanent home. 


At the time of the change Coucor- 


iia had but three chairs, which were 
filled by Profs. Schick, Stutter 
and 


Lnngc. The number of students then 
was but seventy-eight, while at pres- 
ent them tire about 100. In tlie night 
of December 20th, I860, tho main 
building- of the fanner seminary was 
destroyed by fire, but this building 
was not only soon rebuilt, but other 
structures were erected as the grow- 
ing needs of tlie college required. The 
main building today is 180 feet long, 
eighty 
feet wide and three stories 


high. 
The basement contains wash. 


rooms and lavatory and store rooms; 
the first floor is used for class rooms, 
the second floor for living rooms and 
the upper floor for sleeping apart- 
ments. The college has a fine gym- 
nasium built 
and 
equipped with 


funds raised by the students. There 
is also a hospital ward, which, has all 
the latest appointments. 


The number of students varies con- 


tinually. 
These are furnished with 


pvciy needed accommodation at the 
coHc-e at a surprisingly small cost. 
Wo tuition fee is charged those who 
propose to enter the service of tho 
c'aurch and as ninety-eight per cent. 
ot tho graduates become theological 
students, very little revenue goes in- 
to tho college 
treasury from 
this 


source, 


Concordia college exists and flour- 


ishes without ono cent for a fund and 
depends on tho voluntary contribu- 
tions of the Lutheran.people nnd up- 
on wise and economical management. 
Thus she supplies her churches with 


men thoroughly equipped for.tho ar 
duous duties, of the. ministry.

sioner Defines What is 


Lawful Shotting. 


In answer to a letter of Inquiry- re- 


garding the new hunters' license law 
which, went into effect on October 
of this year, Z.'T. Sweeney.'commis 
sioner o£ fisheries and game, has 
following to say: 


"Columbus, Ind., • Oct. 8, 
1903.— 


Replying to your letter of October 5th 
I lies to say that section ten of the 
game law makes it a closed season fo 
any sort of shooting except with a rifli 
from October 1st to November 10th 
pwrniits, however, arc issued for $1 ti 
shoot wild duclrs and other water fow 
during tha.t period. I understand jack 
snipe and the various forms of snipe 
to ho water fowl. There is no license 
necessary except for the period bo 
twccu October 1 and November 10 
All shooting at other periods mus 
conform to the- general law. 
The oh 


ject of this section is not so much to 
protect rabbits, squirrels, etc., as to 
protect the quails for forty days prevl 
ous to the open season. Any sort o: 
gun shooting will be taken advantage 
of to kill quail. 
Ducks and other 


water fowl arc cxcepted for the reason 
that they arp flying south and wjll he 
gone before the 10th of November."

Make a meringue of the 
whites of two eggs reserved for tlis 
purpose, and the sugar. Spread over 
tho custard and return to the oven to 
color 
the meringue daintily.

makes a handsome company dish if 
a layer of candied cherries Is placed 
below the meringue.

OCEAN LITERS IN PORT. 


Tlie "Work That la Done by the Crew 


That Never S«I1». 


The captain's authority over aii ocean 


liner, and equally"^ of courae, hia respon- 
sibility for her, extend only over tho 
time when she Is "crossing the sea. 
Practically the responsibility ceases 
when she approaches land on either 
side, for'the pilot assumes charge of 
her navigation us soon ns he comes 
aboard. When the ship arrives at her 
pier, or: as soon, to be exact, as she is 
within hailing distance, the captain is 
no longer In control. She is then under 
the authority of the marine superin- 
tendent, who Is In '.command of the 
piers and tugs and harbor front eQutp- 
mont of the line and who takes charge 
of the docking of all vessels. 


To bring a giant liner to vest at her 


pier Is a delicate operation. The flow 
of the tide, the headway imparted by 
her engines before they stop, the depth 
of the water, must all be taken into 
consideration, for the quarters ore nar- 
row, 
and if she were to t'nin tho pier 


it would mean a bad smnshup. But 
with tho skill of long experience the 
superintendent, by voice and hand, con- 
trols the gi-fiiil vessel perfectly, nud 
with tugs helping her nnd cables draw- 
ing her she glides into her resting place 
as quietly and easily ns a lirerl child 
slips beneath the covers at night. 


Practically, from the moment when 


the liner Is made fast she is turned 
over to the crow that never sails. Her 
officers remain on duty, and their work 
is ns arduous and almost as incessant 
iu port ns nt sen. But the law requires 
that the crew of each vessel shall bo 
paid off and discharged at the end of 
every voyage.

king, root and branch. David did not 
do so, but sent across the Jordan to Lo- 
debar, where filephlbosheth was liv- 
ing in concealment, uud brought him 
to'Jerusalem with great honor, restor- 
ing to him the rich lauds of Saul which 
had been confiscated, and added hrm 
to Uio constantly Increasing number o£ 
courtiers who enjoyed tho king's favor 
and lived moro or less at hla orcpcnuo 
at the court In Jerusalem. 


2 Sam. 11—12:25.) David stood tjio 


tests of adversity bolter than those of 
prosperity. Ease and luxury wero be- 
ginning to tell on his character. In- 
stead of leading hfa armies Into battle 
as formerly, he now loCt them to Joau, 
and remained himself In hlB harem at 
Jerusalem. The fnct that In those days 
It was considered eminently proper for 
a Itlng to Imvo n harem did not make 
that harem leas dcmorullzlng.
